PARIS, Feb. 11.—(7)—A 
wide general’ strike against “fascist 
reaction” began at midnight, with 
1,000,000 workers ordered to stay idie 
for 24 hours, stopping vissaaily all 
activity in France. 

The strike was a warning to the 
government of Premier Gaston Dou- 
mergue against the adoption of dicta- 
torial methods. It was anticipated to 
be the biggest in scope since the 
strike of 1919. 

The start of the strike found most 
of.France asleep after a day of na- 
tional anti-fascist demonstrations by 
socialists and communists, but the 
walkout was expected to make its et- 
fects felt soon after daybreak. 

More than 100,000 workers in the 
Paris region alone were called out. 
The tieup in city’ transportaiion 
threatened te prevent non-striking 
workers from reaching their offices 
and factories. which have been or- 
dered picketed by strike leaders. 

An hour after midnight there was 
little to indicate the effect of the 
walkout. Gas, electricity. water, tele- 
phones and telegraph services were 
working normally. Conditions. were 
also reported normal at Marseille and

Strike Effects Doubtful. 

As a threat to the new Doumergue 
government against possible adoption 
of dictatorial methods to draw France 
out of the morass of rioting and pub- 
lic disorder, effects of the strike re- 
mained doubtful. 

For one thing, the government was 
prepared for it, having brought to 
Paris squads of soldiers and sailors 
from the army and navy technical 
corps to keep public utilities running 
by operating telephone and telegraph 
lines and manning gas, electric aud 
water plants. 

Also, it was indicated authorita- 
tively today~that Doumergue’s ‘“‘po- 
litieal truce”. cabinet was likely to 
seek emergency powers a la Roose- 
velt and then-send parliament home 
for several mojiiths. 

Doumergue rémained at his desk 
throughout the day, striving -to~ calm 
the country, but issued no official 
word concerning the strike. 

Indications pointed to an almost 
complete shutdown. of business and 
industry in Paris and throughout the 
country. Food shops were to remain 
open, but the people faced going with- 
out mail, newspapers, theaters and 
possibly telephone and telegraph fa- 
cilities for the duration of the strike.

Talley’s ‘Comeback’ Voice Warmer 
But Less Certain in Upper Register 


When Marion Talley walked across 
the stage of the Capitol theater yes- 
terday afternoon in her first Atlanta 


appearance since her recent decision 
to make a “come-back” to the artistic 
world after her retirement at the age 
of 22, four years ago, the audience 
was dazzled by the beauty of the pic- 
ture she presented. Her curls of yes- 
teryear have been bobbed, forming a 
chie coiffeure, and her figure has as- 
sumed a more sylph-like slimness. She 
was gowned in a lovely creation of 
dainty pink silk net, with a cape of 
the same material, fluted, and edged 
with a silk net of the same color, en- 
hancing the natural beauty that is 
hers in a manner that was more than 
pleasing. Her exquisite loveliness gave 
the audience the impression of behold- 
ing a dream, rather than a reality. 

The audience, though small in pro- 
portion, due to the inclemency of the 
weather, grew more and more appre- 
ciative as the program progressed, and 
Miss Talley expressed her appreciation 
in return with a generous portion of 
encores. Her appearance in Atlanta 
is credited to the Alkahest Celebrity 
Series, Russell Bridges, manager, and 
to the Atlanta Debutante Club. 

The Marion Talley that sang in 
concert yesterday afternoon seemed 
not to be the same Marion Talley that 
swept the country with her vocal prow- 
ess four years ago, either in appear- 
ance or voice. The middle register of 
her voice is still exceedingly lovely, 
and there is a new warmth, a new 
feeling, a new tenderness there, but 
her higher register seems to have lost 
much of its easy emision, its clarity 
and purity of tone. Often she sang 
the high tones with noticeable effort. 
Unless she was suffering from some 
cold or hoarseness, this is hard to 
understand in a voice as versatile as 


Talley’s was before her retirement. 

Always she gave the songs artistic 

and intelligent interpretations, sing- 
ing with style, with a profound re- 
gard for context meaning and with a 
depth of understanding. 
’ Miss Talley opened her program 
with two Handel arias, “As When the 
Dove Laments Her Love,” and “An- 
gels Ever Bright and Fair,” the lat- 
ter being a lovely legato tonal delinea- 
tion. Three German lieder formed the 
second group, with Schubert’s “Die 
Forelle” especially abounding in vo- 
eal charm. The aria “Ah! Je Veux 
Vivre,” from Gounod’s “Romeo and 
Juliette” called for an: encore, “Con- 
nai tu le Pays,” from Thomas’ “Mig- 
non.” Three delightful songs of the 
early nineteenth century, by Corne- 
lius, won favor, and received an en- 
core, “Believe Me If All Those En- 
dearing Young Charms.” 

“Come per me Sereno” and “Sovra 
il Sen,” from Bellini’s “La Somnam- 
bula” recalled much of her former 
operatic glory. In the English group, 
however, she seemed to unbend from 
her more or less cold formality, and 
the audience became enthusiastic. Of 
this gfoup “Snowflakes,” Cowen and 
“A Fairy Story by the Fire,” Mer- 
ikanto, were memorable. After this 
group she was recalled for three en- 
cores. 

The program was brought to a fi- 
nale with “Storielle del Bosco Vien- 
nese,” Strauss-La Forge, brilliantly 
summarizing the range and beauty o 
her voice. A sacred number, “No 
Night There,” was the final encore.

THE GAMUT OF LIQUOR LAWS. | 
Serious threat of the continuance 


of bootlegging on a large scale, 
even in states which authorize the 


ment by many states of control laws 
making the legal sale of intoxicants 
a difficult and complicated matter 
and by the assessing of taxation so 
heavy as to make it possible for 
bootleggers to sell whisky cheaper 
than the licensed stores, 

In Maryland, where repeal se- 
the bootlegger is still thriving be- 
cause his wares are less expensive 
than those sold at the dispensaries. 
Michigan, Montana, Ohio, Oregon 
and Washington passed control 
laws several months ago, but some 
of them have failed to supply the 
money for the state stores to start 
business with. 

Twelve states have adopted 
liquor taxes so high that when 
added to the federal tax of $2 a 
gallon it is impossible for legal 
vendors of liquors to undersell the 
bootleggers. 

The United States News, 
Washington, points out that— 

Added to the expense of drinking is 
the geographical difficulty. In Buf- 
falo, N. Y., it’s all right for you to 
take a drink in public, but if you mix 
the drink in a public place you must 
do it behind some kind of screen so 
that nobody will suspect you're mix- 
ing a drink. If you drink sitting 
down in Michigan, Chicago, or 
Olympia, Wash., you are seated with- 
in the law, but if you stand at a bar, 
you're arrested. If you're seated at 
a table in Delaware, Missouri, Mon- 
tana, Ohio, or Buffalo, N..Y., it is all 
right for you to have a drink in a 
public place, but otherwise you're a 
public menace. 

In Colorado the state liquor 
Stores are closed on Sundays, holi- 
days and election days but drug 
Stores can sell intoxicants on every 
day. of the year. In Washington 
there is fine and imprisonment for 
drinking, but in Nevada a 
Saloonist faces a penalty if he ree 
tuses to sell a drink to anyone ex- 
cept minors. 

In Wisconsin bottles of liquor 
must not be in sight behind bars; 
in Illinois an open bottle must not 
be carried in a motor car; Oregon 
hotels and cafes cannot sell’ hard 
liquors but they can serve what a 
patron brings.

Physiologists estimate there is from 
eight to nine pound# of Slood in the 
body of an adult weighing 150 pounds. 
From 25 to 26 heart beats would 
pump out all the blood in the body. 
It takes 23 seconds for the blood to 
make the complete circuit through the 
arteries, capillaries, back through the 
veins to the right side of the heart, 
then through the lungs and back to 
the left side of the heart again. 

Blood in the arteries or in the left 
side of the heart is brighter red than 
blood in the veins or in the right side 
of the heart. But when bleeding oc- 
curs who could be calm enough to de- 
duce from the brightness of the color 
whether it comes from artery or vein? 
Anyway, it could do no good to make 
such a distinction. The emergetucy 
of bleeding from a wound calls for 
pressure upon the wound itself or, if 
it is in a limb, pressure or constriction 
around the limb above the wound. | 
There is only one sign that shows the | 


| bleeding is from an artery, and that | 


is spurting which varies rhythmicaliy 
with the heartbeat or pulse. Bleeding | 
from a vein is a steady flow. 

The chemical reaction of the blood 
is always alkaline. but only slightly 
alkaline. It is still alkaline even in 
the state known as “acidosis,” though | 
in that condition the alkalinity is low, | 
or as physicians say, the alkali re-| 
serve is diminished. This is a talk 
about blood and not about acidosis, 
so we'll leave the subject of acidosis 
with the remark that acidosis is a 
sign or one manifestation in many 
different diseases. but is never due | 
diet alone.

News Behind the News| 
By Paul Mallon. 


RESENTMENT WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The private relations 
between the new dealers and congressmen are 
daily growing less and less cordial on the inside. 

The congressmen have nothing against Mr. Roosevelt but they 
are quite unhappy about the way they are being treated by his 
aids generally. 

This feeling may not be entirely justified. Possibly the con- 
gressmen are hypersensitive about the increasing inconspicuousness 
of their place in the Washington picture. Nevertheless the situa- 
tion has grown so bad that a southern democrat said in the house 
rules committee hearing the other day: 

“The only two courteous people in the administration are Roose- 


velt and Farley.” 


MISHAP A personal misunderstanding between Miss Perkins 
and the house is a good example of what is happening. 

The labor secretary wanted $4,000,000 for her federal employ- 
ment agencies. She convinced the budget director that she ought 
to have it. The house appropriations subcommittee was hesitant 
about giving it to her. She went to see the committee at a secret 
hearing. 

House men consider such hearings strictly confidential. If there 
is any talking to be done about the séssions, they want to do it 
themselves. 

Miss Perkins was apparently unaware of that, for she came out 
of the meeting and gave the newsmen a complete account of what 
transpired inside. It was all favorable to her side of the question 
and not to theirs. 


RESULT Whatever chance Miss Perkins had of getting her 
$4,000,000 probably was lost when the congressmen 
read an account of their secret session in the newspapers. 

They slashed her hobby allotment money exactly in half, offer- 
ing her $2,000,000. 

That was quite an unusual step. Ordinarily congressmen accept 
budget estimates without serious question, especially when they are 
accompanied by fervent administration appeals to a congress con- 
trolled overwhelmingly by the administration. 

Some of Miss Perkins’ friends tried to get her $4,000,000 fund 
restored when the matter was debated later on the floor of the 
house. The vote was overwhelmingly against her. : 
MONUMENT ein the pre-Roosevelt era it was considered bad 

for cabinet members to permit such misunder- 
standings to arise. In those days, the congressman, like the cus- 
tomer, was always right in any of the government departments. It 
was not a question of courtesy, but of self-preservation. 

House members based their decision on the ground that $4,000,- 
000 were not needed at this time. They had a right to that view. 
But perhaps they also recalled that the house labor committee once 
invited Miss Perkins to appear as a witness and she replied by 
telling them to come to see her. Or they may have read the story 
about Senator Pat Harrison being kept waiting in an anteroom at 
the labor department so long that even his unusual patience was 
exhausted and he stormed out saying he would not be back. 

The congressmen, however, are apparently unaware of the in- 
side administration talk that Miss Perkins is probably the only new 
dealer outside the White House who may rate a monument here 20 
years from now. 


PLAGUE This week, also, illness has run rampant among the 
the new dealers invited to appear before other house 
committees.

Con- 
nery suSpected irreverently it was lockjaw. 

Jesse Jones caught a cold when Congressman Prall wanted -him 
to talk about RFC loans.

From the standpoint of Jones and Johnson, and Secretary Perkins 
also, it must be said they are doing a super-human amount of work. 
It is not inconceivable that they believe they cannot take time out 
of their day and night labors to go running up to congress every 
time anyone wants to ask them a few questions. 

However, that will not make the situation any better. 


KINDERGARTEN The gr-r-eat national problem of news leaks 
f 


rom congressional committees was met with 
unprecedented force recently by Representative Sam Hill. 

He noted that while his subcommittee was writing the current 
tax bill, accounts of the secret sessions appeared in the newspapers 
every day. Members were sworn to secrecy, but still the news got 
out somehow. 

So he adopted the strong method of the school room. Each com- 
mittee member was givén a number and a draft of the bill then be- 
ing written. The number of each congressman corresponded with 
the number on his. copy of the bill. . 

Each morning, each congressman received his numbered bill. 
At noon each day the bills were collected and checked to see that 
none were missing, before class was dismissed. Congressmen were 
not permitted to take the bills out of the room. 

It was an excellent scheme, but each day the results of the se- 
créet sessions appeared in the newspapers as usual. 

After all, most congressmen are not so bad that they need a 
copy of a bill to remember what is in it. 


NOTES The first reaction in the airmail crowd was that they 

could reorganize their companies and get their contracts 
back from the government under another name. Insiders believed 
Mr. Roosevelt would soon give up the idea of having the govern- 
ment run the airmail because of the number of men it would throw 
out of private employment.

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SOVIET STRENGTH 
IN EAST 1S BARED 


Russian Comm ander 
Bluntly Details Japanese 
War Preparations. 


MOSCOW, Feb. 11.—(#)—The 
full extent of a soviet ring of iron 
and concrete fortifications along the 
Manchurian border was revealed to- 
day with publication of the text of 
General Vassily Constantinovich 
Bluecher’s address to the communist 
congress. 

General Bluecher is commander-in- 


chief of the Russian armies in the 
far east. 


He described to the all-union con- 
gress in an address given last Thurs- 
day a red army so strong that it will 
“administer a blow capable of crack- 
ing and in some places destroying the 


very foundation of capitalism” in the 
event of a Russo-Japanese war. 


Three Points. 


Bluecher challenged what 
he said was Japan's “feverish prep- 
aration’ for war. Amid frequent 
cheers from delegates the fighting 
man in blunt language cited three 
factors to support his accusation that 
Japan is converting Manchukuo into 
an armed base: 


1. Construction of 1,000 kilome- 
ters (approximately 620 miles) of 
Strategic railroads in north Manchu- 
kuo in the last two years, only 35 
per cent of which, he said, were eco- 
nomically necessary. 

2. Construction of 2,200 kilome- 
ters (approximately 1,367 miles) of 
highways in the same region. 

%. Construction of 50 airdromes 
and aviation bases, concentrated 
north of Mukden. 


Imperialists Hit. 


“It is regrettable,” said General 
Bluecher, who would have the respon- 
sibitity of directing far eastern wmili- 
tary operations in the event of war, 
“that the present poli.y of the Jap- 
anese imperialists does not guarantee 
we will not be involved in military 
complications, despite our effort to 
avoid them. 

“The trouble is there is too much 
spread between words pronounced by 
the Japanese government regarding 
the union of socialist soviet republics 
and actions. Such. actions show Ja- 
pan is making feverish preparations 
for a great war and is preparing to 
leap upon our soviet far east from 
Manchuria.” 

Charging Japan now has 130,000 
troops and 500 airplanes in Man- 
churia, the military leader asserted 
“to this must be added 110,000 to 
115,000 soldiers of the Manchukuo 
army and 12,000 white guards, capa- 
ble of bearing arms, also must be 
mentioned. The Sungari river naval 
fleet has been increased by 24 units. 


Airplanes Concentrated. 


“Hayashi (General Senjuro Haya- 
shi, Japanese minister of war) com- 
plains the soviet government has 
concentrated 300 airplanes in the far 
east. We will not argue with him. 
We may have more or maybe less, 
but I can say our government is able 
to concentrate so many airplanes 
they will outnumber the Japanese 
planes.” 

Blutcher did not comment on Gen- 
eral Hayashi’s estimate that soviet 
troops concentrated in the far east 
number 100,000 beyond saying “it is 
not necessary to mention the number. 
Nevertheless, the red army is greatly 
strengthened and we have encircled 
our frontiers by iron and concrete so 
they will be sufficiently strong and 
will break any imperialist head that 
comes against them. 

“We are strong in the technique 
of tanks and aviation.” he continued. 
“Our tanks and aviation are children 
of our five-year plan and I think they 
will accomplish their socialist duty, 
not only on the frontier but some- 
where deep in the rear lines of our 
imperialist enemy in the case of hos- 
tilities. | 

“War is not included in our sec- 
ond five-year plan and we do not 
want to fight, but if we are com- 
pelled to do it, let our neighbors be 
ready to receive a bitter lession.”

Premier Is Confident of 
People’s Support in Ef- 
ort To Restore Peace 
and Order in Nation. 


(Premier Gaston Doumergue, se- 
lected the United Press today as 
the medium through which to is- 
sue a personal message to the 
world on the troubled affairs of 
France. The former president, call- 
ed from retirement to restore con- 
fidence to the people aroused to 
violence by scandals, seeks in the 
following exclusive statement to 
calm fears abroad of revolution in 
France.)

PARIS, Feb. 11.—(UP)—Premier 
Gaston Doumergue assured the world 
today that there was no danger of 
revolution in France. 

The elderly former president, in an 
exclusive statement to the United 
Press, declared he was confident that 
the French people would place the 
republic’s “common interest above ev- 
erything else.” 

Doumergue, called from retirement 
in the south of France as the coun- 
try’s “strong man” to whom the peo- 
ple could turn for confidence and good 
government, said he was certain they 
would not fail him now, but would 
give full support to his new admin- 
istration. 

His statement follows: 

By PREMIER GASTON DOUMERGUE. 

“Friends of France have been, I 
know, painfully moved by the events 
of recent days, of which certain re- 
ports abroad have been regrettably 
exaggerated as to their gravity. 

“T am of the conviction that after 
these difficult moments, al’ French- 
men now are placing our common in- 
terest above everything else and will 
support their government in its great 
effort to calm passions, which is our 
immediate aim. 

“The economic crisis existing in the 
entire world is without precedent in 
its rigor; people suffer; in many 
hearts faith in the future is shaken. 

“Just as the duty of any govern- 
ment head is to strengthen peace be- 
tween nations, the task of all citizens 
in these difficult hours is to contrib- 
ute actively in his country to the 
normal union of all men in good will.” 


Amidst the stress of Sunday-long 
conversations with members of his 
“super-cabinet,” Doumergue received 
me in his office in the — D’Orsay, 
occupied for years by the late Aris- 
tide Briand, another apostle of peace 
long associated with Doumergue in 
political leadership in France. 

I was the first newspaperman to be 
received individually by the premier 
since he answered the desperate call 
from President Albert Lebrun and 
took over the reins of government, 
dropped by Edouard Daladier during 
hysterical rioting in 
Paris last week. He came into office 
to find a populace raging with the lust 
for vengeance against an allegedly cor- 
rupt government and demanding a 
clean sweep in high places. 

The gray-haired, 71-year-old pre- 
mier was smiling as usual when I en-

them directly affecting the forward pass, were announced by the nationa 
football rules committee at the conclusion of its final session Sunday ai 


the Atlanta Athletic Club. 
They were: 


1. Removal of the touchback penalty on the first incomplete forwar: 


pass into the end zone (except on 


fourth down). 


2. Elimination of the five yards penalty for a second, third or fourt!. 
illegal or incomplete forward pass in any series of downs. 


3. Changing of the definition of 


the punt so as to permit the kicking 


of the ball from the hand or hands of a teammate. 


The importance of the first and sec-‘ 


ond changes lies in the increased lee- 
way in the use of the pass as a wea- 
pon, spreading of the defense on the 
goal line and a more daring use of the 
pass in the open field, with removal 
of the penalty for consecutive incom- 
plete passes. 


COMPROMISE. 


Permission of one incomplete pass 
over the goal live prior to fourth 
down met with approbation of most 
of the coaches and was by way of

Other proposals, 
including that of moving the ball in 
15 yards instead of 10, on plays in 
the sideline zone were tabled or de- 
feated. 

“We had a few lively debates, but 
on the whole a very harmonious ses- 
sion,”” Mr. Okeson, the chairman of 
the rules group, stated. 

The rest of the time was devoted 
to a study of Fielding H. Yost’s ex- 
haustive survey of football injuries, 
recommendations of methods to pre- 
vent them, and elarification of cer- 
tain rules already in effect. A num- 
ber of these were referred to the codi- 
fication committee for a clearer word- 
ing and will be reported on later. 


Mr. Okeson stated that no decision 
had been made as yet as to the place 
of meeting for next year.

DETAILED REPORT. 


Following is the detailed report on 
the rules changes effected here, as 
copied and submitted by Secretary 
W. S. Langford of the rules commit- 
tee: 

‘‘No major change in the rules was made 
by the football rules committee at the meet- 
ing which was concluded at noon today. 
There were, however, three changes of a 
minor character made, all of which favor 
the offense. 

‘These changes are—first the elimination 
of the five-yard penalty for a second, third 
er fourth illegal or incompleted forward 
pass; second, the treating of the first in- 
complete forward pass over the goal line 
(except on fourth down) just as though it 
had become incompleted in the field of 
play, and third, the changing of the defi- 
nition of the punt so as to permit the 
kicking of the ball from the hand or 
hands of a teammate. 

‘‘A number of clarifications were ap- 
proved and referred to the codification com- 
mittee for proper wording, which will be 
decided upon later. These, however. will 
merely make clear the present intent and 
meaning of the rules. 

‘Two of these clarifications relate to the 
equipment, one having to do with the sur- 
facing of the leather used in manufacturing 
feotballs and the other with the materia) 
used for shoe cleats. In spite of efforts 
previously made to draw specifications for 
a uniform type of football. several varia- 
tions appeared last season in the surfacing 
of the leather. It is the intent and the 
desire of the committee te have these sur- 
facings uniform and the committee voted 
to restrict such surfacing to what is known 
as ‘pebbling’—that is te say the ordinary 
surfacing which has been common fer many 
years. 

_saperies having been reported to the 
committees as having resulted from chipped 
or fractured clea t was decided to pro- 
hibit the use of cleats made of materials 
liable te chip or fracture. 

“A considerable amount of time was de- 
voted during meeting to a detailed 
study of football fatalities and injuries and 
the committee desires to give proper recog- 
nition and express its appreciation to the 
National Bureau of Casualty and Surety Un- 
derwriters for its continued sponsorship of 
the annual survey conducted ender the able 
direction of Floyd R. Eastman, of New 
York University. 

“The effect of rule chenges made for 
the increased protection of the players is 
already apparent and statistics show that 
for the second consecutive year deaths at- 
tributable to footbell have been reduced. 

“A plan for the promotion of safety 
education has been instituted among the 
colleges and is to be extended in so far 
as possible to include prep and high schools, 
emphasizing particularly the need for great- 
er care ef miner injuries and the more

Meagher To Begin Task 
of Replacing 13 Let- 
termen. 


AUBURN, Ala., Feb. 11.—The first 
step toward replacing 13 of Auburns 
1933 football lettermen, nine of whom 
were starters, will be taken Monday 
when the Plainsmen staft five or six 
weeks of spring training under a new 
coach, mild-mannered Jack Meagher 
(pronounced Marr), who comes to Au- 
burn from Rice Institute in Houston, 
Texas, where he was noted for pro- 
ducing strong and colorful teams. 

Meagher succeeds Chet Wynne, who 
lifted the Tigers out of the depths 
of football to the top. Wynne resigned 
his post as Plainsmen chieftain to 
become head coach at the University 
of .Kentucky. 

Freshman Cvaches Ralph Jordan 
and Jimmie Hitchcock will assist 
Coach Meagher with the spring drills 
and also several of the senior mem- 
bers of last season's squad. Jordan, 
however, probably will not aud 
Meagher until the close of the basket- 
ball season. All-America Hitchcock, 
who is the property of the New York 
Yankees, might not be available the 
entire spring training period because 
of having to report for baseball train- 
ing. 

A new member or two might be add- 
ed. to the Plainsmen coaching staff 
within the very near future, but noth- 
ing definite is known along these lines 
at present. 

SIX WEEKS. 

The length of spring practice has 
been set at approximately six weeks. 
The candidates will be trained as 
long as needed to accomplish certain 
results. ‘The weather will also be a 
factor in the length of the spring 
workouts. 

Coach Meagher plans to give bis 
candidates teamwork and dummy 
scrimmage the initial afternoon of 
practice. Regular scrimmages prob- 
ably will be held toward the end of 
the second week of the workouts and 
intrasquad games are expected to be 
a feature of the drills about midway 
of the training period.

taken. 
Too Much “Dough.” 

Captain John Mintiens, of the Bal- 
timore force, quoted Banghart as say- 
ing: “I've got enough dough to be 
sent up for 25 years.” 

The money was found in a handbag, 
neatly done up in bundles. In other 
suit cases were the guns, and still 
another contained a complete makeup 
set, including all types of mustaches 
and whiskers. 

Each of the four under arrest was 
placed in a different police station in 
the city for questioning and a guard 
was placed around the apartment 
building in the hope of making fur- 
ther arrests. 

Department of justice officials were 
to take charge of the prisoners, Bai- 
timore police said. 

Banghart has a criminal record of 
nearly 20 years. After an escape 
from the federal penitentiary at At- 
lanta in 1927 he shot his way out 
of jail at South Bend, Ind., where 
he was held while extradition pro- 
ceedings were in progress. 

Escaped Trap. 

The most spectacular incident, how- 
ever, came last August when he es- 
caped from one of the most elaborate 
police traps ever: devised. 

He and Charles Connors allegedly 
attempted to collect $50,000 from 
Factor, additional ransom after $70,- 
000 already had been paid. A detec- 
tive disguised as a messenger took a 
dummy package to southwest Chicago. 
As the pelice cordon closed in, the 
two men escaped by fast and reck- 
less driving. 

Informed of Banghart’s arrest to- 
day. Factor expressed pleasure. 

“The arrest will make it a much 
stronger case,” he said. 

Chicago police said the capture was 
“a very good piece of police work.” 

The report made by the depart- 
ment of justice in Washington show- 
ed how Banghart had been trailed 
from Chicago to Charlotte to Lex- 
ington, Ky., and to Baltimore. 

The report showed that Banghart 
rented an apartment on North 
Charles street on December 7, 1933, 
signing his name as Lawrence F. Col- 
lins, “where he resided with his sup- 
posed wife and Ludwig Schmidt, us- 
ing the name of J. B. Ragner.” 

Long Record. 

Schmidt has had a long criminal 
history. dating back past the time of 
his escape from the Atlanta peniten- 
tiary with Gerald Chapman, who lat- 
er was convicted of bank robbery and 
hanged in Connecticut. He also was 
known as a pal of Dutch Anderson, 
notorious outlaw shot to death at 
Saginaw, Mich. 

The department report added that 
across the hall from Banghart’s apart- 
ment lived Isaae Costner, using the 
alias of L. J. Johnson, and an un- 
identified man. They left Baltimore 
about December 20, 1933, indicating 
that they were en route to Philadel- 
phia. Banghart and those with him 
remained in the apartment until Jan- 
uary 5, 1934, when they departed. 

The handwriting on automobile 
tags obtained by Banghart, under the 
name Lawrence F. Collins “is similar 
to the known handwriting of Bang- 
hart.” 

“Banghart,” the report said, “was 
frequently seen wearing dark glasses 
and displayed large quantities of mon- 
ey. His wife also displayed large sums 
of money, tied up in a roll with 
cord.” 


DRAMATIC BOLDNESS MARKED 
$105,000 MAIL ROBBERY 
CHARLOTTE, N. C., Feb. 11.— 
(P)—The $105,000 mail truck robbery 
here last November 15, for which 
Basil Banghart and Isaac Costner 
were arrested today in Baltimore, was 
staged with dramatic boldness in the 
heart of the city. 

The daylight bandits blocked a 
street with a stolen automobile to halt 
the mail truck, covered the driver 
and a guard with machine guns and 
took four mail sacks, including a 
pouch of registered mail containing 
currency for the federal reserve branch 
bank here. They escaped in another 
machine.

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Popular Drugs Declared Cause . 
Of Mysterious, Fatal Disease

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 11.— 
Two Milwaukee: physicians have -dis- 
covered the cause and cure of most 
cases of agranulocytic angina—a rare 
disease believed until a year or two 
ago to be inevitably fatal. 

They have discovered that the dis- 
ease is caused by certain increasingly 
popular pain-killing drugs, containing 
amibopyrine in combination with bar- 


biturates, which in the case of some [ 


few hyper-sensitive persons. cause the 
white blood cells to diminish or dis- 
appear entirely. This leaves the body 
without its natural defenses and ak 
most any infection, but usually an 
infection of the mucous membranes, 
may cause death, The incriminated 
drugs are now sold without restric- 
tion or prescription over drug store 
counters in many states but are re- 
stricted to preseription in several. 

The conquest of agranulocytic an- 
gina (sometimes called primary gran- 
ulocytopenia) was described in a pa- 
per read before the Milwaukee 
County Medical Society by Dr. Fred 
W. Madison, giving an account of the 
work done by himself and Dr. Theo- 
dore L. Squier. 

Drugs Destroy Cells. 

The physicians in studying a case 
here two years ago observed that each 
relapse and drop in the number of 
white blood cells immediately followed 
the taking of certain drugs. Admin- 
istration of these drugs was stopped. 
The patient recovered. Thrice since 
his acute illness, the patient has suf- 
fered relapses following mild doses of 
the “guilty” drugs. 

Subsequent observations confirmed 
these suspicions with mathematiea} 
regularity. A few hours after the tak- 
ing of the drugs, a patient’s white 
blood cell count dropped alarmingly. 

It was found in all cases of agran- 
uloeytic angina that unless the patient 
was so weak that the blood had no 
resistance left and infections were al- 
ready acute, abstaining from the drugs 
allowed the body*again to produce suf- 
ficient white blood cells to combat 
dangerous infections, 

Stop Drugs, Save Lives.

The two 
deaths were cases where the patients 
had been too weakened before the 
drug administration was stopped. 

Agranulocytic Angina, firs: promi 
nently described by a German physi- 
eian, Sehultz, ‘in 1922, was consid: 
ered a mysterious disease, always {a- 
tal. Its increase has accompanied the 
rising popularity of drugs containing 
amidopyrine, a pain-killing drug, in 
combination with barbiturates, which 
have a sedative effect, 


The Constitution in its issue ot 
January 22, printed an interview with 
Dr. Newdigate M. Owensby, natioenai- 
ly known psychiatrist and neurologist, 
in which the Atlantan poinied out the 
increasing use of the drugs referred 
to and warned of their effect upon 
the nervous and physical system. In 
that interview Dr. Owensby declared 
that in sume respects many of the 
drugs were as dangerous as opium 
derivities. 

It is understood that much research 
has been conducted at the Grady hos- 
pital seeking to ascertain the full ef- 
fect of the drugs. 


‘Swedish Nightingale’ Ridicules 
‘Temperament’ of Prima Donnas 


NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—(4)—Goceta 
Ljungberg. the “Swedish nightin- 
gale” of the present day at the Met- 
ropolitan opera, believes the tradi- 
tional prima donna temperament is 
“all made up.” 

“I’m nota prima donna, I’m just 
a singer,” she said today. “This 
screaming and nerves and tempera- 
ment! People have to do things with 
temperament when they don’t do it 
with the voice, to show they are ar- 
tists. 

“But temperament makes it much 
harder to sing. It is better to be calm 
and quiet about things. If you are 
disturbed and make a lot of excite- 
ment with the voice and waving the 
hands, it affects the vocal cords and 
you have much harder work to reach 
the high notes. 

“Singing is a business like every- 
thing else, but a nerve wracking busi- 
ness. The best way to do it is to keep 
the nerves calm, treat everyone as a 
friend, be easy about things. You 
learn that after a while.” 

Miss Ljungberg sat in her hotel 
apartment, a red robe wrapped around 
her knees and gay red slippers on her 
feet. A tall, blonde viking of a wom- 
an, her unaffected manner bore out 
her disapproval of prima donna tem- 
perament. 


“T am very, very proud to have 
sung in an American opera for the 
first time and in a world premiere.” 
she said of her role in “Merry Mount” 
given at the Metropolitan vesterday. 
It was not her first English role, as 
Eugene Goosens wrote “Judith” for 
her and she sang it at London's fa 
mous Covent Garden. 

An opera singer's life, she said, is 
“absolutely like living in a convent” 
during the season. 

“You can't use perfume. It’s bad 
for the vocal cords. You can't go out 
for more than an hour or so. because 
you work so terribly hard. You can’t 
let yourself be disturbed. 

“And when the season is over, you 
go to the next place and have a sea- 
son there. From New York I go tu 
London, then to Berlin or Vienna, 
where there is opera until July, then 
to the summer festival ‘near Danzig. 
If I am lucky, perhaps I have two 
wevks free after that, and then I go 
to sing in Sweden before coming back 
to New York.” 

Another tribulation of the opera 
singer, Miss Ljungberg revealed, is 
nationalism in opera. In Sweden all 
operas are sung in Swedish, in Ger- 
many in German, and in Italy in 
Italian. As a result, she has learned 
the same role in several languages.

Sixty-five per 
cent of these units come from the 
Valdosta territory, and 160,000 units 
out of south Georgia territory alone. 
With this boost to south Georgia's 
greatest natural product, business and 
property interests in and around Val- 
dosta will benefit to a tremendous ex- 
tent, according to those who are 
learned in the industry. 


ATHENS TEACHER FINDS 
COPPER SALT CONTROL 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 11.—()— 
Elimination of that unpleasant taste 
and odor which comes at times in a 
city’s water supply may come from 
the discovery of Dr. J. C. Brock- 
man. associate professor of chemistry 
at the University of Georgia. 

Dr. Brockman has found that cop- 
per sulphate which kills the green 
slime, causing the unpleasant taste 
and odor, can be controlled in a 
properly managed treatment plant se 
that none of the sulphate escapes 
into’ the water. 

Since copper salts are cousidered 
injurious to human health if taken 
over a period of years, the use of 
copper sulphate by water works op- 
erators has been sparing. Dr. Brock- 
man’s discovery is expected to make 
copper sulphate. more available, for 
it apparently shows that the sulphate 
does not get into the water supply 
at all. 

Dr. Brockman, a_ recognized au- 
thority on electro-chemistry. is now 
experimenting with iron floc, also 
used in water..
